Blue  Mountain  To  Remain  a  Girls 
School 

In  an  atmosphere  of  good  will  and  millenial-like  har¬ 
mony  the  state  convention  last  week  resolved  several  im¬ 
portant  issues,  among  them  the  future  status  of  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain  College. 

A  resolution  from  DeSoto  County  Association  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  1955  state  convention  asking  that  the  college 
for  girls  be  made  co-educational.  The  resolution  called  for 
a  study  to  be  made  of  such  a  possibility.  Chosen  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  to  make  the  study  were  Howard  Aultman,  S.  R. 
Woodson,  D.  D.  Satterwhite,  Mrs.  Price  Paschal,  and  Mrs. 
Alex  McKeigney. 

The  thorough,  objective  study  which  was  made  and 
the  fine  spirit  the  report  gut  the  issue  beyond  the  realm 
of  personal  feenngs  and  opinions.  The  handling  of  the  en¬ 
tire  matter,  from  the  request  for  such  a  study  to  the  adop¬ 
tion,  is  one  of  several  indications  that  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  conduct  is  reaching  a  new  level  of  maturity. 

The  committee  left  no  stone  unturned  in  seeking  the 
facts.  Visits  were  made  to  the  college  and  elsewhere,  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  were  consulted,  records  were  examined, 
letters  were  written,  educational  leaders  were  questioned, 
surveys  were  made  and  help  was  obtained  from  Dr.  Orin 
Cornett,  secretary  of  the  Education  Commission  of  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  Convention.  * 

As  a  result  of  this  extensive  investigation  several  im- 
portant  factors  in  the  picture  stood  out. 

(1)  A  change  in  the  Blue  Mountain  College  charter 
would  be  complicated  and  difficult  because  of  gift  stipula- 1 
tions  made  through  the  years  for  land,  buildings,  endow- ; 
ment,  etc.  Said  the  committee,  “These  complications  would 
arise  from  conditions  Doth  legal  and  moral  We  believe  that 
the  institution  has  an  obligation  to  its  founders  to  continue 
the  objectives  set  up  in  the  past." 

(2)  To  make  the  school  co-educational  the  convention 
would  sacrifice  a  first  class,  distinctive  school  for  women 
In  order  to  get  a  fifth  rate  co-ed  institution.  The  conven¬ 
tion  heard  Chairman  Aultman  say,  “Blue  Mountain  Col¬ 
lege  enjoys  the  distinctive  qualities  of  a  splendid  Chris¬ 
tian  college  for  women,  unsurpassed  by  any  throughout 
the  world." 


mphasized  that 
asset  for  a  girls  school  but  that  it  would  be  a  liability  to 
a  co-educational  institution.  A  majority  of  students  in  co¬ 
educational  schools  live  within  fifty  miles  of  the  campus, 
whereas  geographical  location  is  not  so  important  for  a  girls 
school.  A  survey  reveals  that  the  average  daily  attend¬ 
ance  in  the  white  schools  in  the  counties  surrounding  Mis¬ 
sissippi’s  four  Baptist  schools  is  as  follows:  Mississippi 
College,  34,650;  William  Carey  College,  25,878;  Clarke  Col¬ 
lege,  26,483;  and  that  of  Blue  Mountain  College.  15,374. 

Baptist  membership  in  areas  adjacent  to  the  colleges  is:

(5)  Competition  from  the  six  existing  co-educational 
schools  in  the  area  of  Blue  Mountain  was  deemed  to  be 
decisive  in  the  matter.  Three  of  these  schools  are  state  in¬ 
stitutions  and  three  are  denominationally  supported,  and 
all  ot  them  are  within  19ft  eniWe  «8  Bine'  Mountain. 

(6)  A  further  discouragement  to  changing  the  school 
to  co-educational  status  would  be  the  prohibitive  cost  of 
renovating  present  buildings  and  construction  of  new  ones 
which  would  be  made  necessary  by  a  change.  Additional 
coat  for  these  facilities,  not  now  needed  for  the  successful 
operation  of  a  girls  school,  was  estimated  to  be  around  a 
half-million  dollars. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  convention  heard  the  com¬ 
mittee's  conclusion:  “Your  committee  feels  that  the  pri¬ 
mary  need  expressed  in  the  resolution  presented  to  the  con¬ 
vention  in  its  last  session  in  already  being  met  in  ' the  at¬ 
tendance  of  several  ministerial  students  already  at  Blue 
Mountain  College." 

In  adoptitng  the  Committee’s  report  the  convention  gave 
its  approval  to  the  following  suggestions  wisely  offered 
by  the  committee  on  the  basis  of  their  year's  study: 

(1)  that  male  students  in  north  Mississippi  wanting  to 
prepare  for  full  time  religious  work  continue  to  be  invited 
to  attend  the  college.

BOSTON,  Maae*  March  15, 
1645 — A  Jury  which  had  found 
a  Baptist  preacher  not  guilty  of 
disturbing  the  peace  for  con¬ 
ducting  services  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church  here  was  order¬ 
ed  to  return  to  the  Jury  room 
for  further  deliberation,  he  sec¬ 
ond  verdict  of  the  Jury  found 
the  minister  guilty. 

The  preacher  is  Thomas 
Gould,  former  member  of  the 
established  church  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  who  withdrew  from  that 
group  and  tod  in  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Baptist  church  here 
three  years  ago.  Gould  has  been 
haled  into  court  repeatedly  for 
his  Baptist  convictions. 

For  defying  this  court  order, 
Gould  and  two  other  members 
of  his  church  were  arrested  the 
following  yesr.  They  were  fined 
four  pounds  each  and  ordered 
to  post  bond  of  twenty  pounds 
each  for  their  appearance  at  the 
next  session  of  the  Court  of  As¬ 
sistants.

CONCERNING  FORMBB  ‘ 
PASTORS 

QUESTION:  A  former  pastor 
of  our  church  continues  to  coma 
back  to  our  church  to  perform 
wedding  ceremonies,  to  visit 
our  members,  and  to  make  life 
hard  for  our  present  paster.  Ho  * 
is  a  good  man  and  I  am  not 
sure  that  he  knows  the  harm  ha 
is  doing.  Do  not  ministers  have 
a  coda  of  ethics  about  such  mas¬ 
ters? 

ANSWER:  They  do  indeed, 
but  it  is  unwritten  aqd  unen¬ 
forced.  Preachers  are  human 
and,  therefore,  a  few  do  not  ob¬ 
serve  the  principles  of  Chris¬ 
tian  love  and  good  human  reUe 
tions. 

Pastor*  generally  observe  the 
statement  of  the  farewell  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  Apostle  Paul,  to  the 
church  at  Ephesus:  “And  now, 

I  know  that  ye  all  among  whom 
I  have  gone  preaching  the  King¬ 
dom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face 
no  more.”  (Acta  20:25).  This  is 
not  easy,  but  this  is  a  good  pol¬ 
icy  for  a  pastor  tearing  a  field. 

There  is  absolutely  no  excuse 
for  a  pastor  going  hack  on  a 
church  field  and  visiting  a  largo 
number  of  members.  Retaining 
one  or  two  friends,  if  these  par¬ 
ticular  families  ara  especially 
loyal  to  the  present  pastor, 
might  be  excused.  But  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  retain  the  loyalties  of 
a  njunber  of  former  church 
members  violates  the  law  of  Jove 
and  the  welfare  of  Christ’*  pro¬ 
gram.
